Family comes 
from Poland 


LOD AIRPORT. — Only about 
4,000 Jews are still living in Po- 
land, most of them elderly people 
living on state pensions. This was 
reported by ea Polish Jewish immi- 
grant who arrived here yesterday 
from Warsaw with his wife and 
two children. The family was one 
of the few to come from Poland in 
the last few years. 

The immigrant said that there 
is virtually no organized Jewish 
life in Poland. In Warsaw, there is 
one synagogue, but it has difficulty 
in gathering a minyon. When a 
Jew dies, his family has to pay 
substantial sums to ensure him a 
Jewish burial, he said. The Yiddish 
theatre performs three times a 
week, but of its staff of 80, only 
11 are Jews, Its audiences are main- 
ly Poles who listen to the plays 
with simultaneous translation ear- 
phones. 

Be said that the Polish authori- 
ties do not prevent Jews from leav- 
ing, and, indeed, many do leave, 
but head for Sweden and Denmark 
rather than Israel, because they 
feel they will receive better condi- 
tions in those countries. The Swed- 
ish and Danish Governments also 
provide them with the same pen- 
sions as they received in Poland, 
and help them find apartments. 


Headmasters want. 
greater say in 
- pedagogic policy 


TEL AVIV. — Elementary school 
principals from around the country 
yesterday asked the Government to 
give them more say in drawing up 
educational policy. 

Some 188 principals representing 
some 2,000 of their colleagues con- 
vened here at the Histadrut Teachers 
Union House yesterday. Druze and 
Arab principals attended such a 
meeting for the first time.
